In response to Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the Examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, as noted in the previous office actions, motivation for providing a deposition apparatus configured to supply 
mutually exclusive reactants in a sequence of alternating, separate in order to form a film of mixed materials wherein the thickness of the 
film can be controlled in monolayer accuracy and/or to achieve rapid heat transfer between a substrate and a deposition station. These 
are motivations for modifying the configuration of Granneman et al. 

Examiner maintains that the motivations described above are sufficient. Granneman discloses an apparatus for processing 
semiconductor wafers, as well as examples of processing methods of which the apparatus is capable. The reference does not limit the 
use of the apparatus to these example methods. Matsumoto discloses an apparatus for processing semiconductor wafers as well as 
methods of deposition processing associated with particular features of the apparatus that lead to desirable results in semiconductor 
deposition processing. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate these features into an apparatus such 
as the one disclosed in Granneman in order to take advantage of the described desirable semiconductor deposition processing methods 
and results. 

Examiner submits that the advantageous properties of each reference are directly related to the desirability of the combination. The two 
concepts are not mutually exclusive as suggested by Applicant. The individual advantageous properties, when combined, provide for an 
apparatus with enhanced processing capabilities. 

In response to Applicant's argument that the Examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). "The knowledge" at issue, providing a source of gas configured to supply mutually reactive reactants 
in a sequence of alternating, separated pulses for ALD, is clearly and completely disclosed in the prior art. There is no need to look to 
Applicant's disclosure to form the standing rejections. 
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
